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Applicant argues "the present claims recite a "real-time learning portion" (i.e. a single 
component)". This is not persuasive since applicant is admitting that 'a single component' was 
not recited in the claim. A real time learning portion can be interpreted with portion being more 
than one component where the more than one components comprise a real time learning portion. 

Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 
1993). 

Applicant argues that Nobakht does not teach real-time. This is not persuasive since real-time is 
inherent in Nobakht since its patent is for systems (i.e. Nobakht col. 6 overview) such as mobile 
communication systems, telephone lines using voice, modem, underwater acoustic applications, 
etc. Such systems require real-time performance since for example if it was not in real time, if 
someone was talking on the phone and words are transmitted after many minutes, then the 
system would not be practical and the conversation might not make sense if words are received 
out of order. Also, col. 7 lines 38-41 teach adjustments performed adaptively durine the 
transmission (emphasis added) and hence in real-time. 

Applicant argues that error signals determine reliabilities, they do not (without ftirther 
processing) represent reliability values. This is not persuasive. For example, claim 18 recites 
"calculate a reliability of the . . . data". In Nobakht, calculations are made to determine the error 
signals which have values which are a reliability of the data. 

Applicant argues that a single conponent does not receive two error signals in Nobakth. This is 
not persuasive since applicant has not claimed this.
